Good Roads Association Sue* 
cinctly Elucidates The Plan 
Proposed. 

The proposed bond issue to be 
voted upon Saturday, March 18, is a 
plan for improving and developing 
all the roads of Christian county. 
While it means that Christian county's 
part of the "Dixie Bee Line High- 
way" will become a reality and not a 
dream, it also means that every sec- 
tion of the county !• t» h«n*»nt<Hl a» 
well. 

Briefly the plan proposed is this: 
Under the present Constitution of 
Kentucky, the State of Kentucky can 
lend its credit to any of the counties 
in the State for the purpose of en- 
abling those counties to issue or float? 
bonds to build roads. The limit of a 
county's bonded indebtedness is 5 
per cent, of its total assessed value of 
taxable property. Christian county 
at present 1ms an assessment for tax- 
ation, of all property, both real and 
personal and railroad franchises of a 
little more than $15,000,000. The 
present bonded debt of the county is 
$262,000. 

Christian county at present, under 
the law, can issue practically $500,000 
worth of bonds. However, an issue 
of *4<X),000 is contemplated. 

Uiuicrlhe State aid£rw, passed by 
the Legislature in 1914, the State of 
Kentucky proposes to help each coun- 
ty in proportion to what each county 
does for itself in the matter of build- 
ing roads. The law provides that if a 
county should issue bonds for the 
purpose of building raids under the 
inspection and supervision of the State 
Road Department, that the State of 
Kentucky will appiy each year a pro 
rata part of the State road fund upon 
the interest and sinking fund neces- 
sary to retire these bonds. 

Under this arrangement Christian 
county is in a position to receive each 
year if it issues bonds, approximately 
$15,003 from the State Road Fund 
until the bond issue is retired. 

The bond issue of $400,000 menus 
an interest charge of 5 per cent, or 
$20,000 and an additional sum of $10,- 
000 annually for the purpose of creat- 
ing a sinking fund. With the State 
help Christian county will be able to 
finance the whole issue of $400,000 at 
an expense of only $15,000 per year, 
which is less than the interest upon 
the entire amount. This $15,000 is to 
be raised by a slight increase of 10 
cents on each $100 worth of property 
in Christian county, making the tax 
rata 66 cents instead of 50 cents as it 
now stands. 

If Christian county does not avail 
lui self of this opportunity to issue 
bonds it will absolutely lose the State 
help of $15,000 a year which it night 
put into good highways, since the Road 
and Bridge Fund of $35,000 is not suf- 
ficient to meet the needs of the dirt 
roads, and of the old turnpikes, which 
must be maintained anil re|>aired. In 
addition to this loss of $15,000 the 
BOUDty will also lose whatever it pays 
into the State Road Fund, which 
means at least $6,500 per year, not to 
speak of the numerous automobile 
license taxes paid by citizens of this 
county. 

The plan to vote these bonds is non- 
partisan and nonpolitical and is fos- 
tered by the Hood Roads Association 
of the county.

It's a Revolution. 

In fourteen counties in Kentucky 
1915, two-thirds of the voters declared 
for the issue of road bonds to the 
amount of $2,100,000. in the same 
year, road bond issues to the amount 
of $2,840,000 received a majority of 
the votes cast, but fell short of what 
was thought to be the necessary two- 
thirds. - In the Fayette county road 
bond case, Judge Hurt writing the 
opinion, the Court of Appeals, by 
dictum, holds that, under the consti- 
tutional amendment adopted in 1909, 
which is now Section 1J7— A of the 
Constitution, a majority vote deter- 
mines. There is now before the court 
an appeal from Daviess county based 
on a like interpretation of this sec- 
tion If the dictum in the Fayette 
county rase governs in that of Daviess 
county, the total amount of road bonds 
issued by twenty-seven counties in 
Kentucky in the year 1915 will be $4,- 
940,000.

Lead Pencil Production. 

The world 's production of lead pen- 
cil*, according to a recent article by 
H. S.'Sarket, of the forest service, 
probably amounts to nearly 2,000,- 
000,00(1 a year, half of which are made 
from American-grown cedar. The 
United States makes about 750,000,- 

000 a year, or more than eight pencils 
for each of its inhabitants. Owing to 
the scarcity of red cedar and the fact 
that many other trees now little used 
appear to be more or less valuable 
substitutes for that wood in pencil- 
making, the forest service has car- 
ried out a series of tests which show 
that, next to the two species hereto- 
fore used for this purpose, the best 
trees for pencils are, in order of mer- 
it, Rocky Mountain red cedar, big 
tree (Sequoia), Port Arford cedar, 
redwood and alligator juniper.

Leavened bread baa keen declared 
a menace to bealth as well as a na- 
tional economic loss by Prof. A. Ro- 
mano, a distinguished Italian hygien- 
ist Professor Romano's statement 
came as a result of the study of Italian 
scientists and medical men of the 
bread and wheat situation to forestall 
the threatened shortage of wheat and 
consequently bread.
